Boston, May 26,—The Bradford Manu- 


script History of the Plymouth Colony, 
the important document for the posses- 
sion of which Massachusetts had long 
been anxious and had made many over- 
tures to those in England in whose 
possession it was, waa formally presented 
to this Commonwealth by Hon. Thomas 
F. Bayard, former United States am- 
bassador 16 England, before a joint con- 
vention of the Massachusetts legislature 
today. 


The ceremony of delivering the manu- 


script took place in the spacious chamber 
of the House of Representatives and was 
of a most impressive nature. vTho conven- 
tion of tbe two houses of the legislature 
assembled at 11 o'clock. Soon afterward,. 
Governor Wolcott, accompanied by the 
executive council, Mr. Bayard, Senator 
George 1. Hoar, and Massachusetts con- 
gressmen entered the chamber. 


As soon as they were seated formal pro- 


ceedings were opened by Clerk Coolidge 
of the senate, who read the decree of the 


Consistorial Convention of London, en- 
trusting the manuscript 10 Ambassabor 
Bayard to be delivered by him in person 
to Governor Wolcott of Massachusetts. 


"The actual presentation was prefaced 


by an exhaustive historical address on the 
manuscript by Senator Hoar. When Mr. 
Bayard accepted the manuscript in Eng- 
land he was compelled to give a formal 
receipt for it to the Bishop of London^ 
and the reading ot a copy of this docu- 
ment by Clerk Coolidge followed Senator 
Hoar's speech. 


President Lawrence of the senate then 


presented Mr. Bayard to the convention, 
in a few happy remarks fitly chosen for 
the occasion. 
Governor \Volcott then 


IT ado the speech of acceptance. 


The Bradford manuscript which, was 


over to Governor Wolcott, shortly 


bofore 1 o'clock today is a single book, 
bound in velum, the contents being en- 
tirely in the hand writing of Governor 
Bradford. 
A special leather case had 


been made for it in England, and in this 
form it wa brought to Boston.
